Guiteau aud Czolgosz were able to pro­ 
vide themselves with weapons more re­ 
liable for their purpose. 
On the afternoon of Jan. SO, 1S55, 
President Jackson had gone to the cap­ 
itol to attend the funeral services of a 
deceased member of congress. As "Old 
Hickory,’' with Secretary Woodbury of 
the treasury on Ids arm, left tile ro­ 
tunda of tho building, discussing the 
disturbed politics of the time, they 
were confronted by a man who bore 
In each hand a pistol. Standing within* 
less than ten feet or the president and 
his companion, he pulled the trigger of 
Ids right hand weapon.

sion cap exploded, but the powder was 
not ignited. Dropping the now useless 
pistol, tile would be assassin instantly 
transferred the other pistol to his right 
hand and discharged it. Again the cap 
exploded, and again tile bullet failed to 
I peed on its course. 
As soon as he recovered from his 
astonishm ent President Jackson s ta rt­ 
ed toward his assailant with uplifted 
cane. Bullets had few terrors for “Old 
Hickory,” who had felt their sting. 
Before the president could reach the 
man. however, others had sprung upon 
and secured bim. 
It was considered at the time that 
the life of the president had been spar­ 
ed as by a direct interposition of Provi­ 
dence. The pistols were later found to 
be in excellent order, aud their failure 
to explode is still an unexplained mys­ 
tery. The two pistols, with new caps 
taken from a box found at the home of 
the assassin, were discharged on the 
first trial by the officers detailed to test 
them.

His a-sailaut was hanged. 
Garfield was -hot in the Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad station in Washington 
as he was waiting for a train. Ho w as 
accompanied by Jam es G. Blaine, ids 
secretary of state. Two bullets struck 
tie* president, the fatal one piercing his 
back aud penetrating the liver.

House and later removed to Biberon,

Booth's 
was that of tin* monomaniac, 
brooding over the supposed wrongs of 
his country anil crazed by drink. Gui- 
ti*i»ii. insane or not, was moved to Ids 
foul deed by personal disappointment 
in not receiving an office. His hanging 
has ended the debates as to Ids sanity, 
though despite tin* verdict of the jury 
Hie cooler judgm ent of these latter 
days will probably confirm the hypoth­ 
esis that be was insaue. 
Czolgosz, 
however, is unquestionably sane, and 
the death punishment which lie will 
meet by the electrical chair will be all 
too inadequate.

Tie- cultivation of cacao, say,- a writer 
iii ' i i c Scientific American, is an invit­ 
ing agricultural pursuit in Trinidad 
and parti- of Venezuela. The cacao tree 
cannot Withstand strong sunshine, and 
the young plants have to be shaded by 
banana or plantain tries aud later, 
when they attain their growth, by tall 
tre<s known as “ immortelles,” or the 
“ motlier of the cacao.” These make a 
kind of canopy over the entire planta­ 
tion. The fruit of the cacao tree is a pod 
resembling a cucumber and growing on 
the trunk or large branches, where It 
“looks as though it were artificially a t­ 
tached.” The seeds are like large, thick 
lima beans imbedded in pulp. These 
form the cacao beans of commerce. The 
processes of curing aud drying require 
much au d itio n .
